“Due to the way the 
flyers are constructed, they 
fall under First Amend- 
ment protections,” Dokwei- 
ler said.

ARCATA -— The Planning Commis- 
sion was set to consider one of the 
Gateway Area Plan’s (GAP) hot-but- 
ton issues —building height. 

The GAP’s proposed 8-story build- 
ing height standard for the Gateway 
Area’s Barrel District, plus tall build- 
ings elsewhere in the area, have met 
fierce resistance by some GAP critics, 
but gained tentative support in a re- 
cent non-binding straw poll of city 
councilmembers and Planning Com- 
mission members. 

At its Sept. 13 meeting, the Planco 
considered design and community 
benefits proposed in the GAP. 

Among the first issues considered 
was a proposal from a group calling 
itself Responsible Growth Arcata 


(RGA), which has proposed forma- 
tion of an independent body which 
would consider the GAP apart from 
the established and currently ongoing 
processes involving the city’s existing 
advisory groups, such as the special- 
ized citizen committees and the Plan- 
ning Commission. 

Although Planco Chair Julie Vais- 
sade-Elcock called the RGA proposal 
a “really great offer,” commissioners 
weren't enthused about creating a 
duplicative Gateway process. Rather, 
they wanted to retain and continue 
the currently-underway process, and 
intensify it, possibly with a la carte 
components of the RGA proposal. 

Commissioner Dan Tangney said 
that following the recent joint Plan- 
co/council study session, his sense o 
the proposal was that it could be sup- 


ported by the Planco and council “as 
long as it was directed,” rather than 
another complete review of the GAP 
such as is already in the works via es- 
tablished means. 

“If there was a very specific task or 
number of tasks that were very spe- 
cific and we felt like an outside group 
would do well for staff and for us to 
gather information on that specific 
list, then I could see it going forward,” 
Tangney said. Otherwise, he said, “it 
feels like that group would be basi- 
cally replicating what I see this group 
doing and the public engagement that 
we solicit to come here.” 

Commissioner Kimberley White 
suggested identifying specific issue 
the new group could consider.

park’s, as with the Patrick’s 
Point overlook. 

Following up on the 
park’s name change, the 
California State Park and 
Recreation Commission 
is asking the U.S. Board 
of Geographic Names to 
change the name of Patrick’s 
Point to Sue-Meg Point. 

The federal board is ask- 
ing for local opinion. Ma- 
drone explained that when 
the park name was changed 
last year, it was done 
through a state process. 

Changing names of geo- 
graphic features is done 
through the separate fed- 
eral process, hence the 
timing difference between 
the two re-namings. 

The costs associated 
with name changes, such 
as changes to maps and 
interpretive signs, was 
discussed during a public 
comment session. 

A caller noted that the 
name Patrick’s Point Park 
is “famous nationwide and 


attracts a lot of tourism” 
and “tourists who come to 
visit may not be able to find 
where they want to get to.” 

Madrone suggested 
that whatever costs ensue, 
they'll be worth it. 

He related that during 
the State Park and Recre- 
ation Commission hearing 
on the park name change, 
some commissioners were 
concerned that it will set 
a precedent and trigger a 
slew of re-namings. 

“The chair of the (com- 
mission) said, “Yep — it 
does set a precedent and 
there might be a lot of dif- 
ferent names that end up 
changing,” said Madrone. 

He added, “I agree that 
the old park name was ab- 
solutely well-known but 
we adapt — we're really 
good at that as human be- 
ings and we will move for- 
ward and take care of all 
these pieces as we do.” 

Supervisors unanimous- 
ly voted to support the name 
change to Sue-Meg Point.

Avenue and Virginia Way. A smattering of flyers also ap- 
peared in the areas of 12 Street and D Street. 

Dokweiler said the investigation is attempting to as- 
certain whether the hate activity is limited to the flyer 
pass-out, or if there is more to it. “Incidents like this can 
be a precursor to more drastic or illegal behaviors,” Dok- 
weiler said. “So far we haven’t seen that.” 

The ADL, the leading anti-hate organization which tracks 
incidents of anti-semitism, identified the group responsible 
for the flyers as the “Goyim Defense League.” That group’s 
purpose, says the ADL, “is to seek publicity, harass and 
spread fear within communities, and project the false image 
that the network is larger than its actual numbers.” 

The GDL, it says, was responsible for at least 74 antise- 
mitic propaganda incidents in 17 states in 2021. Said the 
ADL, “GDL’s overarching goal is to cast aspersions on Jews 
and spread antisemitic myths and conspiracy theories. This 
includes frequent references to Jews having undue power 
through their ‘control’ of major institutions such as media 
networks, the economy or the government, or disparaging 
Jews as degenerates who molest children and advocate for 
pornography, abortion and LGBTQ+ communities.” 


while there are Gateway 
issues that could benefit 
from deeper scrutiny, he 
preferred not to suspend 
ongoing Planco delibera- 
tions and ramp up a sepa- 
rate process. 

Instead, he said, small- 
er working groups could 
be established to focus on 
specific issues for inclusion 
in the coming EIR process. 
“To me, that feels kike a way 
we can kind of get the best 
of both worlds,” Davies said. 

Commissioner John Bar- 
stow agreed. “I don’t see 
advantage to empaneling 
another group of people to 
do the same thing that is al- 
ready being done,” he said. 

Commissioner Judith 
Mayer didn’t like the part 
of the initial RGA proposal 
to “pull back on the process 
that we've already found our- 
selves in the midst of” that 
would consider the Gateway 
plan as something other than 
an area-specific component 
of the General Plan. 

Commissioner Christian 
Figueroa said “we shouldn't 
pull back on what we've al- 
ready deliberated on so far, 
we should just continue to 
proceed.” 

White agreed about not 
retreating from the current 
process, though she said 
the task force as more of a 
parallel process. She said 
that the RGA could assist 
by evaluating the use of 
orm-based code in other 
communities and present- 


ing the information to the 
Planco. “I’m wanting to 
push forward,” she said, 
with assistance from RGA. 
“I see it as a time saver.” 

Vaissade-Elcock said the 
working group could pro- 
vide useful information on 
issues such as home own- 
ership opportunities and 
sea level rise. Those efforts 
could be initiated now and 
provide findings during the 
upcoming EIR process. She 
also liked the idea of rank- 
ing community benefits. 

Tangney said that “par- 
allel paths” are already oc- 
curring, and that “they can 
contribute to this forum 
that’s already in place.” He 
said creating and main- 
taining a separate body 
to mull the GAP would be 
an elaborate and burden- 
some process, and require 
lots of staff time to main- 
tain. “There’s a lot to that 
if we actually go down that 
path,” he said. “To create 
that group is a big deal.” 

White said the 82 signa- 
tories to the RGA petition 
included multiple influen- 
tial and well-placed indi- 
viduals with expertise in 
relevant disciplines, as well 
as business owners and 
others. But Davies said that 
since the task force’s find- 
ings would have to be con- 
sidered by the Planco, that 
would require suspending 
the current process to wait 
for the new group’s find- 
ings to mature, which he 
didn’t want to do. 


Develop- 
ment Director David Loya 
asked that the Planco start 
making some preliminary 
decisions about key is- 
sues, since the GAP was 
introduced last December. 
Three additional work- 
shops on form-based code 
are planned, and if more 
work is needed, it ought 
to be initiated now so the 
results will be ready along 
with the outcomes of the 
workshops. 

With the current RGA 
proposal lacking support 
of commissioners, the task 
force concept was tabled 
for future consideration. 

Vaissade-Elcock wanted 
to revisit the GAP’s district 
designations, breaking the 
“glaringly wrong” Gateway 
Corridor section in half. 
The new northern corridor 
would be expanded west- 
ward to include the Cream- 
ery District. She said the 
lower Corridor could host 
taller buildings, while the 
norther portion could host 
smaller dwellings. 

White liked the idea. 

Loya suggested that such 
revisions might be more 
suitable to a study session, 
so consideration was sus- 
pended for the time being. 

Regarding building 
heights, Davies advocated 
for 7-story hight limits in 
the Barrel District, 6 stories 
in the Corridor, 5 stories 
in the Hub and 4 stories in 
the Gateway Neighborhood 
district. He also advocated 


public input on individu- 
al proposals for the tallest 
buildings. That, he said, 
could satisfy both infill den- 
sity and community will. 

Perhaps hearkening 
back to the “analysis paral- 
ysis” that sank The Village 
student housing project a 
few years ago, Davies said 
that “One of the things I 
don’t want to see is projects 
that get killed with dozens 
of trips back to the Plan- 
ning Commission.” 

Fixing heights now, he 
said, would allow consider- 
ation of other issues to pro- 
ceed, with policies being 
crafted around the decided 
height limits. 

Mayer proposed a 6 sto- 
ry maximum for the Bar- 
rel and Corridor districts, 
with ministerial review and 
“substantial” community 
benefits required for any- 
thing over 4 stories. 

Figueroa called Davies’ 
proposal “a good compro- 
mise,” though he still fa- 
vored the draft plan’s high- 
er proposed limits. 

City Council candidate 
Raelina Krikston called in 
to support the compromise 
measure, cautioned against 
“fear-based opinions” and 
in favor of infill density. 

The Planco didn’t make 
any hard decisions, for- 
warding the district recon- 
figuration, building height 
and community benefit 
proposals for consideration 
at this week’s meeting. 


Bongio | ‘We're all trying our best to move forward’

Bongio bitterly criticized the pro- 
cess, suggesting “the Indians” were 
being sneaky and obstructive. He 
repeatedly used the term as he com- 
plained about how the rules on pro- 
tecting tribal cultural resources were 
being applied. 

His angry commentary has offend- 
ed tribes and the community, and the 
Wiyot Tribal Council and adminis- 
tration has filed a formal complaint 
about it with the county. 

At the Sept. 20 supervisors meet- 
ing, Supervisor Steve Madrone spon- 
sored a discussion on actions to ad- 
dress the situation. 

“None of this stuff is easy,” he said, 
referring to addressing prejudicial at- 
titudes. “Culturally we may have been 
brought up a certain way but you 
know, it’s a new world here and we're 
all trying our best to move forward.” 

Madrone suggested a variety of op- 
tions, including a censure of Bongio 
and asking the supervisor who ap- 


pointed him to remove him from the 
commission. 

First District Supervisor Rex Bohn 
appointed Bongio about a decade ago. 
“It was bad — and I told Alan I was 
disappointed,” he said about Bon- 
gio’s comments, adding, “I will still 
support my friend and I will still be 
appalled at the reprehensible state- 
ments he made.” 

But Bohn also credited Bongio with 
otherwise doing good work as a plan- 
ning commissioner. He isn’t willing 
to remove him from the commission. 

“We need to address what hap- 
pened years ago and we need to ad- 
dress what’s happening now,” he said. 
“But I don’t know if the way we do it 
is just, ‘If you offended us, we cancel 
you’ — I just can’t bring myself to it.” 

Bohn concluded by saying, “If the 
board asks me to ask him to resign, 
I'm sorry, I can’t do it, I just think he 
has to too much to offer.” 

The board’s big picture discussion 
included comments from Commis- 


sioner Mike Wilson, who said the sit- 
uation is part of larger social dynam- 
ics. 

He described Bongio’s comments 
as “a lot of bias coming out into the 
open that the commissioner has been 
carrying, it’s not like it showed up 
that one day,” 

Wilson said he’s expecting Bongio 
— and the community — to “work on 
those things, and challenge ourselves 
and appreciate the challenge to do 
that hard work.” 

Bohn made a motion to censure 
Bongio, direct him to step down as 
Planning Commission chair and go 
through the county’s Diversity, Equi- 
ty and Inclusion training. 

There was uncertainty about 
whether the board has the authori- 
ty to direct Bongio to step down as 
commission chair. But Bohn said 
he would ask Bongio to resign if he 
doesn’t agree to it. 

Bohn’s motion got unanimous ap- 
proval.

Furthermore, with our 
normal December-Jan- 
uary king tide events, 
these dikes are just 
inches from being over- 
topped by brackish Bay 
waters. 

Add increasingly common cat- 
astrophic weather events with 
high winds and a “bomb cyclone” 
of monsoon rains, and even re- 
inforced levees will be unable to 
hold back nature’s fury. Arcata 
will be SOL! In August, this hap- 
pened in Pakistan, then Puerto 
Rico today, and tomorrow (this 
winter) this could happen in Ar- 
cata! 

Conversely, you might say that 
since Arcata’s sewer system up- 
grade application to the Califor- 
nia Coastal Commission was ap- 
proved on Sept. 8 with a 30-year 
permit, then the reinforced levees 
will prevent overtopping and give 
us many more years of service. 
However, having higher levees is 
a double-edged sword: just drive 
the 101 corridor during a King 
Tide event in December after a 
storm has dropped a few inches of 
rainfall and you will see an almost 
continuous lake between Arca- 
ta and Eureka behind the High- 
way 101 levee system for days at 
a time. The same is true between 
Areata and Mad River Slough 
along Highway 255. 

While the levees hold back the 
Bay waters with little wave-dam- 
age during high tides, the storm 
runoff collects behind them. Itis at 
low tide when the floodgates have 
been overwhelmed as outflowing 
stormwater overtops weak points 
of the levees, causing blowouts. 
You still can see the results from 
2005 right now on the railroad 
bed levee just north of the KOA 
exit where the stormwater behind 
it flowed out over the levee and 
completely washed out a 20-foot 


us to relocate the Wastewater Treatment Plant 


section. The same thing happened 
at the Mad River Slough (since re- 
paired), when outgoing stormwa- 
ter washed out a large section of 
the levee and subsequent flooding 
of brackish Bay water ruined the 
fields behind the levee. 

And that is what would hap- 
pen behind the Arcata Marsh’s 
reinforced levees in similar cir- 
cumstances: the system would 
become overwhelmed by storm- 
water, flowing out over the levees 
with partially-treated sewage, 
eroding the levees and contami- 
nating Arcata Bay. Only one of the 
ever-more frequent mega-storms 
like in Pakistan would do damage 
to the Arcata Marsh without re- 
gard to sea level rise. 

In the Sept. 8 Coastal Commis- 
sion report, it states that Arcata 
has long struggled with meet- 
ing the Regional Water Quali- 
ty Board’s discharge standards 
when stormwater inundation 
causes partially-treated waste- 
water to flow into the Bay. Thus, 
either continued levee damage or 
contamination issues will lead to 


sooner! 

The problems with the Coast- 
al Commission in citing NOAA’s 
latest sea Level rise 2022 predic- 
tion data as a reference for Ar- 
cata in developing their CHAIP 
is that NOAA states that all the 
data is derived from a 2020 base- 
line. Furthermore, Arcata’s Local 
Coastal Program update is based 
on similar outdated information. 
Unfortunately, 2020 data might 
as well be 1999 data in this time of 
a rapidly changing situation with 
the Thwaites Glacier.

Then consider the bureaucratic 
processes to replace the system: 
The plans for only upgrading Ar- 
cata’s sewage treatment system 
began in 2015 and construction is 
scheduled for completion in 2024. 
Therefore, if the City of Arcata 
completes the CHAIP by 2027 
and actually finds an appropriate 
relocation site for its new sewage 
treatment system, then fund- 
ing, designing, permitting, and

the system’s closure, and Arca- 
ta’s reinforcement strategies will 
abruptly have to change to retreat 
strategies. 

If you were hoping that Moth- 
er Nature would give Arcata a 
polite 20-year warning as to 
when we should begin planning 
for a new sewage system located 
out of harm’s way, you would be 
correct, because She already did 
this on Dec. 31, 2005! The warn- 
ings She is giving now are me- 
ga-droughts and mega-fires and 
mega-storms. 

In the Coastal Commission’s 
approval of Arcata’s upgrade 
plans, it mandated that the City 
develop a Coastal Hazards Adap- 
tation and Implementation Plan 
(CHAIP) in the next 5 years. The 
CHAIP must include relocation 
plans for a new sewage treatment 
system, which supposedly would 
allay concerns about sea level 
rise inundating the Arcata Marsh 
from its bay side. 

However, earlier this year, the 
“Doomsday” Thwaites Glacier in 
Antarctica was predicted to break 
loose into the ocean causing mas- 
sive sea level rise beginning as 
early as 2027. The latest report 
states this is likely to happen even 


construction of it likely will take 
an even longer time. This would 
take us well past 2030 before a 
new system would be available to 
serve Arcata residents when the 
old system has to be abandoned. 

Most plainly and simply said: 
The destructive effects of climate 
change are rapidly increasing; 
the Arcata Marsh sewage treat- 
ment system is first in line to be 
taken out by climate change; 
there are very limited sites suit- 
able for relocation and it will be a 
long and complicated process in 
doing so; and Arcata is uninhab- 
itable without it.

Furthermore, important relo- 
cation site requirements include: 
Mostly flat ground at least 5 feet 
above the present tidal zone, but 
probably less than 20-foot ele- 
vation since sewer systems work 
mostly by gravity flow; and quite 
obviously, since there is no Arcata 
parcel available in this zone even 
remotely close to the 307-acre Ar- 
cata Marsh, a 40-plus acre parcel 
would be needed (McKinleyville’s 
traditional 34-acre sewage system 
for comparison). 


Simply review Arcata’s Sea 
Level Rise Vulnerability Assess- 
ment page 46 for just 1.6-foot 
predicted rise and you will find 
that the only sizable acreage not 
inundated in southern Arcata is 
the lower section of the Gateway 
Area.

Thus, the most important task 
for the Arcata Planning Com- 
mission and City Council for 
Arcata’s long-term future is des- 
ignating the best site for relocat- 
ing a new sewage treatment sys- 
tem for the time when sea level 
rise forces us to retreat from the 
Arcata Marsh! 

Without determining if any of 
the Gateway Area is best suited 
for sewer system relocation needs, 
and continuing forward with the 
Gateway Plan would be like re- 
arranging the deck chairs on the 
Titanic. Choosing 4-, 6- or 8-sto- 
ried-buildings, one-way streets, 
parking spaces per dwelling unit, 
the best green construction stan- 
dards, alternative modes of trans- 
portation (even canals with gon- 
dolas) is counterproductive when 
climate change is forcing Arcata 
to relocate its sewage treatment 
system, sooner rather than later. 
Adding 4,000 or 6,000 or 8,000 
new residents in the project in the 
next 10 or 15 or 20 years will only 
mean much bigger problems for 
future generations. 

Otherwise, all City of Arcata 
plans and all Cal Poly Humboldt’s 
plans and all Arcatans’ plans go 
down the toilet if we have not 
expeditiously developed a com- 
prehensive plan for Arcata’s next 
sewage treatment system. 

Councilmembers, Plan- 
ning Commissioners and City 
staff: Stop sleepwalking! Get 
your heads out of a past — once 
slow-moving and relatively pre- 
dictable — which no longer exists!

And I’m the only voice representing your 
beliefs right now. 

You’ve made it clear to me that you 
DON’T want irresponsible overdevelop- 
ment of your beautiful small town.

Back to Fiske’s LOE. What concerned 
me the most about his letter was the bla- 
tant libel. He quotes me as saying: 

“I guess its [sic] sad my car crash didn’t 
phase [sic] me. At this point I’m used to al- 
most dying and walking away from it and 
I don’t know if thats [sic] a good thing. Its 
[sic] happened so many times that it feels 
routine...” 

Then he says: 

“Read that again. Watson is admitting to 
habitually driving so recklessly that total- 
ing his car was a “routine.” 

Admitted to habitually driving reckless- 
ly? I don’t see that anywhere. Probably be- 
cause it’s not true. The accident I was refer- 
ring to was in Pismo Beach while I was on 
city business researching wastewater treat- 
ment facilities, (because for those of you 
who aren't familiar with it, operating our 
current treatment plant in an area on the 
bay that’s certain to be affected by sea level 
rise is the biggest challenge our city is fac- 
ing right now). The purpose of my trip can 
be proven by communications between me 
and the city manager who helped me plan 
the trip. The date was July 21st, 2020. I re- 
member it clearly because it was two days 
before my father committed suicide. When 
I wrote that text it was days later, and I was 
deeply distraught over losing my father and 
my best friend. I was merely reflecting on 
how blessed I still was despite such a great 
loss. 

The circumstances of that accident were 
that I was driving to meet a developer I 
met at my hotel the night before to discuss 
building affordable housing in Arcata. This 
can also be confirmed by my conversations 
with the city manager. I was merging onto 
the 101 freeway when a car pulled out in 
front of me and forced me to swerve to 
miss it. My car hit a curb and flipped mul- 
tiple times down into a gully. By an act of 
God, chance, or however you want to ex- 
plain it, my car landed on its wheels and 
I was completely uninjured. When I was 
climbing out of the gully, I noticed miscel- 
laneous car parts everywhere around me. 
This was all documented by the CHP, and 
the officer who arrived told me it happened 
all the time there. He said they always pull 
wrecked cars out of that gully. You’d think 
someone would address that, but that’s an- 
other issue. The other accidents I referred 
to were over the course of my 25 years of 
driving, had nothing to do with alcohol or 
drugs, nor were they found to be my fault. 

Colin also says, “...after the crash...”, 
when he refers to my August 2021 DUI, as 
if I had crashed into something that night. 
There was no crash. He says he’s referenc- 
ing the actual incident report from the CHP 
so he must clearly understand this and is 
deliberately trying to manipulate the nar- 
rative. What actually happened was that I 
slowed down and stopped my car at the di- 
rection of the CHP. Thankfully, no one was 
injured and I’m very grateful for that. 

I’ve apologized profusely to my fellow 
community members. I’m sorry some peo- 
ple need to see a headline to perceive that. 
The district attorney was quoted as saying 
I took responsibility. The editor of this pa- 
per, Kevin Hoover, wrote an OP ED sup- 
porting me. (Now, though, he’s out to get 
me and writes completely false narratives 
of my behavior during council meetings. 
Just watch the meetings yourself and com- 
pare to his accounting). I did community 
service, paid thousands in fines, I attend 
my required classes weekly, I receive week- 
ly therapy voluntarily, and I completed a 
30-day rehabilitation program which I was 
not required to do. I made this decision on 
my own and its one of the best choices I’ve 
made in my entire life. As of last week, I’m 
11 months sober and I’m really proud of 
that. 

Please let me take this opportunity to 
apologize, again, though. I’m so sorry to 
all of you for letting you down last year. 
Representing you is the best part of my life 
and I jeopardized it, as well as the safety of 
others, with my incredibly poor decisions. 
Representing you is so important to me 
and that’s why I’ve done everything possi- 
ble to make the changes I needed to make 
in my life. I’ve gone through a lot the last 
couple of years, and while it’s been tough to 
deal with at times, its also made me stron- 
ger than I’ve ever been. I’m more motivat- 
ed now than ever to fight for you and for 
what we all believe in. 

These people who are advocating for 8 
story buildings dominating our small town 


have basically decided that they don’t be- 
lieve in the democratic process. They see 
themselves as the patriarchy, and you, the 
People, as their naive children. They know 
what’s best for you and they have a plan on 
how they're going to force their will onto 
you, regardless of a strong majority of you 
feeling differently. For example, a recent 
survey of Arcata voters showed about 70% 
of you want to keep the current building 
height limit at a reasonable four stories. 
But they don’t care. They’re going to try 
and mislead you and bully their views onto 
you, no matter what. 

What I found interesting after seeing the 
responses from this survey, was that Colin 
Fiske voted not once, not twice, but THREE 
times for 8 story buildings in Arcata. Not 
only did he show complete disregard for 
what the Arcata community believes in, he 
deliberately tried to manipulate an honest 
polling of voters. 

If we don’t pay attention to what's going 
on, attend council meetings, and get in- 
volved in the GAP process, they're going to 
keep trying to slip their pro-development 
agenda by you.
